CREDIT FOR THE GOOD 

After reading Edna Conway’s letter in 
your 3 March issue, about the Placer- 
ville Motorcycle Club having failed to 
cancel an event they had publicized, I 
was rather careful to phone them to see 
if the Moto-X scheduled for 15 March 
was coming off as planned, They said,

the bad, hence this letter, 

Placerville’s 15 March Moto-X was 
over an extremely well-laid out course 
over which even moderately well-set up 
100s, moderately well-ridden, had few 
difficulties. Still the course was one of 
the most interesting I have ridden and 
all riders seemed to like it, It had 5 
mudholes ranging from ‘‘no sweat’? to 
axle-deep slop, plenty of mild to steep 
hills, plenty of off-camber side hills 
stuff so that many riders were almostin 
a perpetual ‘light on the pegs’’ riding , 
position, a winding course but with few 
ac dangerous obstacles, a ““pot 
hole’? you had to see to believe and a 
lake alongside a portion of the course, 
The spectators had a ball with their 
cameras, catching the mudmen coming 
out of the mud baths, from their picnic 
spots, 

The course was very well marked and 
about 3 miles long with 3 Motos run by 
all and five trips around.

MAKE IT CLEAR 


This is my second year as a Novicein 
the district and I’m still confused about 
the way courses are marked, 

The use of arrows stuck in the ground 
are just large enough that you know they 
are there but not what they mean until 
you are on top of them Lime is great 
until its been ridden over and disappears, 
Ribbon tied to bushes and trees is only 
large enough to see out of the corner of 
your eye, if at all. 

I, for one, would like to see a more 
uniform method of marking, For ex- 
ample: 1) Arrow Signs should be large 
enough to be read at 50 yards. 2) Lime 
should be used more times in danger 
areas, 3) Ribbon at least 2 inches wide, 
and 2 feet long, securely fastened, 

The extra amount of time used to lay 
out a course would be realized at theend 
of the event, Fewer accidents would 
occur, fewer people will be lost or con- 
fused, and the clean up crew would have 
fewer riders to pick up. 

One other area that needs closer con- 
trol is the pit area, I have had to dump 
my bike several times this year, because 
of other riders who are out just riding 
around, not knowing they are on the 
course. In the area where other riders 


. may cross the course, ribbong and/or 


flags should be used to alert all riders, 

either to stay out, or mark the way to the 

finish, My worst experience has been 

with young people on mini-bikes from 

out of nowhere, I hate to think of what 
can happen in a spot like this.

Texas. Written for the exclusive use of 
the nearly 1,000 Kawasaki dealers in 
North America, the manual represents 
an important milestone in motorcycle 
retailing, since itis the first such manual 
ever prepared that is designed to per- 
form the same basic function as the 
management manuals used for years by 
General Motors and other automobile 
manufacturers. 

The Kawasaki manual was compiled by 
Jerry Roll and Ron Norick of the Norick

always blew the engine, but I wasalways 
the fastest.” 

The factory offered him the opportunity 
to ride in 1955 for 2 years in the small 
class. Later he changed to the bigger 
500cc machines, 

In 1959 at the beginning of his career, 
he became the overall winner of the 
International 4-Day Trials in Erfurt 
where 12 nations participated, ~ 

In 1960 Salevsky took part in the 
Pajeanne Race. ‘‘I believe this one of 
the toughest races I have ever partici- 
pated in, You ride at least 600 miles 
which takes you at least 24 hours, You 
drive all night long and the temperature 
goes down to a minus 20 degrees,’’ 

Werner also participated in the 1960 
International 6-Day Trial at Bad Aussee, 
Austria and became class winner up to 
250cc and winner of the gold medal, In 
1961 he won the Golden Alps Cup, the 
International ADAC 3-Days Trials, and 
the 3 Days Trials at Helsinki, Finland, 

Werner had a great year in 1962, He 
won the International Alpenfahrt in Vel- 
den, Austria, the 2 Day Trials at Oere- 
boro, Sweden, the International Tatra- 
Fahrt in Poland, the 250cc class in the 
International ADAC 3-Days Trials in 
Garmisch, Germany, the 250cc class in 
the Pajeanne Race, and the International 
3-Day Trials in Helsinki, Finland, 

In 1963, Werner again won another 
gold medal in the 6-Day Trials in 
Spindelmuehle, Czechoslovakis and be- 
came a member of the victorious FIM 
Trophy Team, 

In 1965 Werner was riding the 350cc 
machines and was a member of the vic- 
torious Trophy Team, He again won a 
gold medal in 1966 and was a member of 
the victorious Trophy Team and well as 
winner of the Austria Alps Cup. 

‘In 1967 I had to stop racing for three 
months”, says Werner, ‘‘because of an 
eye infection, but then 1 rejoined the 
victorious Trophy Team in Zakepane, 
Poland, 

In 1968 we had for the first time a 
European Championship where I won the 
title.” ‘‘Have you always been so lucky? 
Your history of success seems to be 
never ending.” ““Oh, no, For example in 
1968, a year which began very favor- 
ably, I had to give up on the fifth day of 
the 6-Day Trials I lost my bike down a 
steep cliff, Fortunately the bushes caught 
me as I fell and I wasnot seriously hurt, 
but you should have seen my bike,’’ 

In 1969 I received the title of European 
Vice-Champion in the European Cham- 
pion Event, During the first race I had a 
defective engine but I went on to win the 
second and third race, However, after 
the tragic accident of our team member, 
Hans Weber, the whole team discontinued 
the race. 

In September of 1969, Werner Salevsky 
again won the gold medal at the Inter- 
national 6-Day Trials inGarmisch, Ger- 
many, where the MZ Team had also won 
the Trophy for the sixth time. 

But all of the above mentioned events 
are but a few of the many events Werner 
has participated in. He is still racing in 
all kinds of national and international 
events, He especially likes the grass 
track race in Teterow, where you can 
find the world’s grass and sand track 
specialists at the starting line, 

Werner is married and has two chil- 
dren, a one year old son and a two year 
old daughter, and his family can surely 
be proud of him, 

At the present time Werner is visiting 
the United States ‘‘just to see hos they 
ride here”, and you should not be sur- 
prised if this prospective European rider 
appears in the winners lists of some 
American races in the near future, 

Werner is traveling in the company of 
Douglas Evans, the MZ representative 
of the entire U.S.A., and we will be see- 
ing him in some of the more important 
motorcycle races in the near future.

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700 RIDE POLICE MEMORİAL POKER RUN

LOS ANGELES, CALIF. March 15, 1970 
— More than 700 riders gathered early 
this morning at Warren Wilson Motors 
in Sepulveda, to register and begin the 
Police Memorial Poker Run. 

Sponsored by ‘the Honda LTD, M.C., 
the irde was billed as a means of raising 
money for the proposed Los Angeles 
City Police Department Memorial — a 
structure dedicated to the city’s law 
enforcement officers killed in the line 
of duty. 

After registration, riders started to- 
ward Newhall, via the Old Ridge Route. 
At check points along the way, partici- 
pants were given cards, and their poker 
hands started to build. 

The first riders began to arrive at 
Parker Center in downtown Los Angeles 
shortly after noon, This was the final 
check point, and the site for the festivities 
that followed later in the afternoon, 

As the early finishers waited for the 
other riders to arrive, the SCMA Car- 
buretors volunteered to provide music 
for dancing. 

Promptly at 3:00 p.m. the scream of 
many sirens filled the air and the Los 
Angeles Police Department Motorcycle 
Drill Team rode down Temple Street 
in perfect formation, Twisting and turn- 
ing, crossing and re-crossing, the men 
in blue maneuvered their heavy Harley

We suggested last week that all Grands Prix be no point runs, and after some of 
the phone calls we’ve had this week we’ll repeat that statement again, In just about 
every class there seems to be some sort of discrepancy, and a couple of times the 
results seemed to credit riders, who were actually being lapped by the leaders right 
at the end of the race, as ending up in the top ten. 


scramblin’ around 


One rider told me that wice he had passed another in the same class, but the 
results put the other man ahead, when in reality he’d actually missed two full laps, 

The trail bike class was murder. Journalists have a reasonably good idea as to 
who is leading, who misses a lap, or so on and so forth. And most of us came up 
with the same rough ‘‘guestimates’’ of who was where among the Experts. There was 
a chap on a ‘‘Piglet’? — a real champion and wouldn’t complain if he was being shot 
through the head— who should have finished way ahead of where he’s listed, Now I’ 
probably get shot through the head for writing this, if he sees it! 

We won’t even get into the thing about Malcolm Smith and Gary Bailey but all of 
you who watched Smith ride know what Torsten Hallman meant when he said ‘‘He’s 
the fastest American,” 

So what to do. You can’t blame the Gripsters, as scoring a race like that is 
horrendous, We’ve had a few suggestions, other than making all Grands Prix no point 
runs. One, is that other District clubs contribute a helping hand, with extra scoring 
teams on other sections of the course. This, of course, would provide an extra set of 
lap charts, 

If you are a rider with a legitimate gripe about where you finished, here’s what 
you do: (and this means any race, desert, motocross, scrambles, the whole bit) 
Call the referee of the club and ask for a re-count. If you get no action from him 
then call the steward for your bike division and explain the situation to him. The 
problem will then go to the Competition Committee who will straighten things out. 

That’s what they are there for, andit doesn’t matter if you belong to a club or not. 
They are in office to benefit the sport for everyone, and most of them won’t even 
start posting your points for a Grand Prix on your card until a week or two later. 
They know there’s going to be some shuffling around. At one fairly recent GP, one 
rider was moved from first back to fourteenth, and then back to first again. But it 
took some checking to get it all straightened out. Meanwhile, the rider had two 
nervous breakdowns and a heart attack and the club had fits, But while points still 
méan so much to some people we’ve got to figure this thing out. Course, if we go to 
trophies only, then there will be arguments over that, But that’s a horse of a different 
color, and we’ll cross that bridge when we come to it! 

For any club planning to throw scrambles, don’tforget we’ve got those scrambles 
check lists, A couple of people put a lot of effort into them, and they’Il give you a 
guide line if you’re a bit shaky on some of the requirements regarding a scrambles, 
If you need any I have quite a bundle of them, and I’m sure the scrambles stewards 
do as well. So don’t be backward in asking for them. They were put together from 
the suggestions of scramble club’s referees and believe me, a lot of earnest dis- 
cussion went into them! 

Jim Hunter, ole ‘‘Mr, Goldstar” himself, has done so well in his own business 
that he’s expanding his quarters, And while on the subject of so called ‘‘veteran’” 
riders, our tip of the helmet goes this week to Dick Mann’s Daytona win, Motorcycle

Final installment in a series of three articles about Mert Lawwill, the 1969 AMA 
Grand National Champion. In this segment. Lawwill talks about the races, leading to 
the coveted AMA crown, as well as some thoughts about his life, both present and 
future. In last week’s edition of Cycle News, the California riding ace described his 
early successes and slumps. Previously, Lawwill detailed his start as a pro racer 
and his initial agreement with Harley-Davidson. 


Lawwill started off the 1969 season in 
a big way by winning a National Cham- 
pionship and setting a new record at 
Cumberland, Maryland, on a half mile 
dirt track, Then on July 1 on the last 
race of the eastern circuit, he won his 
second National Championship in 1969 at 
Columbus, Ohio and picked up $2,000. 

Lawwill says that he prefers a dirt 
track partly because this is where he has 
chalked up most of his successes and 
partly because he is convinced that there 
is a greater chance of skidding on a 
paved course. But the worst course of 
all, in Lawwill’s book, is the track at 
Louisville, Ky., which is surfaced with 
ground up rock, 
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3,81 mile course, As many as 90 riders 
may line up at the start of the race in 
positions determined by their qualifying 
time. In road race, ridersdonotputtheir 
foot dovm on turns, but most of them 
equip their machine with a cowling or 
wind breaker which some claim in- 
creases their speed potential. Daytona 
Beach is a fast course, Speeds of 155 
mph were clocked in 1969, Lawwillpre- 
dicts that in 1970 with the larger motors, 
60-70 h.p., speeds should go up to 160- 
165 mph, Lawwill finished in fourth 
place in 1969 at Daytona Beach, 

“Three weeks after the Columbus 
race,” Lawwill resumed, ‘‘I won the 
Castle Rock National for the second time 
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Mert Lavvvill sits astride his H-D in the vvinner”s circle at last year”s Ascot 8 mile National.

“This type of track,’? Lawwill com- 
mented, ‘‘is hard on the body of the rider 
and on the machine too. The front motor- 
cycle throws up a screen of rocks which 
the other riders. have to run through, It 
can get pretty painful, Sometimes, the 
stones take the number and paint right 
off the front of the machine, 

All road races are runonpaved tracks, 
A prime example is the 200 mile Daytona 
Beach, Fla. road race, It is run on a

in my career, I didn’t win again until 
October 12th at Ascot Park — my old 
stamping ground. That night, I set all 
new records and nowhold most of the half 
mile records at that track,” 

Ascot Park is a half mile, hard clay, 
t-t. track, Finishing the race consists 
of completing 20 laps. Ascot is con- 
sidered to be a very fast course, Indeed, 
Lawwill ran 1 qualifying lap in 22.30 
seconds, indicating just how fast, since 
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most half mile tracks take around 24-25 
seconds to complete a lap, 

For the enlightenment of the uniniti- 
ated, a t-t track is a race course which 
has both right and left turns and a jump. 
Most of the turns ona half mile dirt track 
are to the left. One side of the oval has 
a concave section which give rise to the 
2 right turns, The jump is over a mound 
built across the track, ‘‘You must land 
with your rear wheel first,’ Lawwill 
delcared, ‘‘if you want to avoid trouble’? 


The victory at Ascot Park made Law- 
will California State Champion motor- 
cycle racer and his share of the purse 
was $1,600, : 

“T m sure,” Lavvvill said, “ it vas the 
experience 1 gained in previous years 
that helped me to win at Ascot, That was 
where I first started riding like an 
expert.” 

Of course, he had already clinched the 
Grand National Championship, a week 
earlier, at Oklahoma City, by accumu- 
lating a greater number of points than 
any other motorcyclist in the U.S, So the 
win at Ascot was in the nature ofa grand 
encore, signaling the end of his biggest 
year, 

When asked, what next? Lawwill re- 
plied, ‘‘my tentative plan is to retire 
from motorcycling and try automobile 
racing, A friend, Cal Rayborn and I have 
gone together and bought a car which we 
are learning to drive, We plan on enter- 
ing it in the Transamerican sedan races, 
My reason for the switch is to make 
more money, At present, I have to keep 
right on the top to make $40-$50 thousand 
a year, I figure if I was good enough at 
auto racing, I would make considerably 
more than that, Also, I am 29, an old 
man in the motorcycling game, and be- 
sides, Grand National Championships 
are held only about 2 years on the aver- 
age. I believe I would have, at least, 10 
more years left in car racing.’ 

For the last 2 years, Lawwill has been 
sponsoring Mark Brelsford, age 20, 

In 1968, as an amateur, Brelsford 
won 6 National Amateur Championships, 
Using Lawwill’s equipment, in 1969 the 
young rider was the only first year expert 
to finish in the top 10 in the nation, 
“4 ап grooming Mark to take my place 
as Grand National Champion when I re- 
tire,’’? Lawwill declared, ‘‘I feel that he 
is a smart, able rider and will go far. 
Sponsoring in this case,” Lavvill ex- 
plained, ‘‘means helping him with his 
equipment, giving him advice and criti- 
cism. teaching him vhat 1 knov/””

On a resort lake twenty miles east of 
Anchorage, the Alaska Motorcycle Rac- 
ers Association gathers each Sunday to 
compete in the super-fast start of ice 
racing. 

Inspecting the frozen lake, the riders 
speculatively eye the quarter-mile oval, 
which has been carefully plowed the day 
before. 

Soon the air is filled with sound of 
specially prepared two and four stroke 
engines, and one by one the riders wheel 
onto the track for the practice laps, 
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You notice at a glance that these bikes 
are ‘‘different’”’, as traction is achieved 
by installing one inch sheet metal screws 
in the trials universal tires. Some rid- 
ers have as many as 600 screws in each 
tire, and puncturing is prevented by plac- 
ing a bicycle tire between the screws and 
tube, The screws themselves are called 
spikes, and it sometimes takes up to ten 
hours to install them in one tire. 

In every race, the bikes line upaccord- 
ing to class, and points are scored ona 
motocross system, 

The ice riders reach greater speeds 
than those reached on quarter-mile dirt 
oval, since the spiked tire has nearly 
twice the traction as a knobby tire man- 
ages in dirt. 

The riders lean into a turn full bore, 
with the handle bars only inches from 
the ice,

Spectators stand at the edge of the 
lake, watching the riders go into a turn 
ten at a time, their tires, like buzz saws, 
ready to splinter and cut through the 
nearest object. 

On the race day of March 1, 1970, Jeff 
Sallen, riding a 125 Sachs, swept into 
first place in the 125 class, while Jim 
Curre, his spikes sawing at his com- 
petitor’s rear fender, finishes second, 
also astride a Sachs, 

Harlan Winkleman, on a 250 Ossa, won 
his class, followed closely by C.R, Jones 
on his Husky. 

The Open class pushed hard around the 
oval and C.R. Mathis, on a SL 350 Honda, 
finally grabbed first place, with John 
McDonald behind him on a Kawasaki 250 
Greenstreak, 

Several ice splintering crashes and 
twenty laps later, the spectators watched 
Roger Hohl cross the finish line to win 
the Sweepstakes on a 200 Bultaco, And 
Dan Davidson, on a 250 Husky, took the 
second place trophy, 

As the spectators slowly disperse, 
tired riders load their bikes, and head 
toward Anchorage once more, 

The crusty snow is meling now, and 
there is a layer of water where the ice 
used to be, The lake is quiet on Sunday, 
and the passers-by realize that the ice > 
season is over. 

With the ice all but gone, the riders of 
the Alaska Motorcycle Racers Associa- 
tion have begun to prepare for the dirt 
riding ahead,

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LAV/V/ILL TO DEFEND TITLE

Winning more national championship 
races than any other rider, plus steady 
consistency placed the number one plate 
on Mert Lawwill’s Harley-Davidson for 
the current campaign, but the San Fran- 
cisco rider may find things a bit tougher 
in retaining the number one crown than 
he had obtaining it. With more races than 
ever (29 at the present time) a flock of 
young riders and a number of seasoned 
veterans, should again make the na- 
tional championship a long and interest- 
ing chase. 

In winning the title last year, Mert 
finished in the top five places in 13 of the 
25 races held, picking up one second, 
four thirds and a pair of fourths and 
fifths to go along with his four visits to 
the victory circle. Merthas beena steady 
performer since breaking into the ex- 
perts ranks in 1963, He has finished be- 
low ninth only once and that was in his 
rookie year. In the last five seasons he 
has come in fourth twice, fifth and sixth 
in the final point standings along with the 
big number one last year, He has gotten 
off to a good start for this campaign, 
having won the Astro-dome short track 
championship. In all he has won nine 
nationals and needs only a road race win 
to become the first rider inAMA history 
to win a title in each category. His 
strongest weapon appears to be half mile 
racing where he has won five of his titles 

Gene Romero who finished in the num- 
ber two spot, but 93 points behind Mert 
failed to win a national, but was in the 
runner-up spot five times and places in 
the top five in 15 of the races, He has a 
single title, winning the Lincoln, Nebr. 
TT in 1968, His efforts may be hampered 

Despite limited success in ovalracing, 
Cal Rayborn has managed to finish in the 
number three spot the last twoyearsand 
at various times in these campaigns has 
led the point race. He is currently the 
best road racer in the country and has 
won six of the last nine pavement races 
and is a strong favorite to continue 
second in a road race both years andalso 
picked up a number two spot in the Peoria 
TT race. His best finish last year in oval 
racing was a sixth at the Ascot half mile 
and a sixth in the Nazareth, Pa. mile 
race, He failed to qualify for only one 


yursan 


race last year and was noton the starting 
line only four times in 1968. He has 
improved considerably in the oval events 
and a little more improvement here 
along with the record seven road races on 
schedule, Cal could likely merge as the 
new grand national champion. He did rank 
12th in half mile racing in 1965 in non- 
national competition with 11 wins and 21 
seconds and was also third that year at 
Ascot in the eight mile race, He appears 
to be getting stronger in all other types 
of events, so he could still push for 
number 1 without a half mile title. 

There is little in the record books that 
Bart Markel hasn’t won. Three times the 
grand national champion, 26 national 
wins, 17 half mile championships, six 
TT titles and more top finishes than any 
other rider in AMA history. Bart has 
several goals which could be achieved 
this year, equalling and passing Joe 
Leonard’s record of 27 national wins, 
tieing Carroll Resweber’s record of four 
grand national championships, topping 
Joe Leonard’s record of seven TT wins 
and like Lawwill, having a shot at being 
the first rider to ever win a national in 
each type of racing. He needs only a road 
race to complete the set. Bart has fin- 
ished below seventh only twice in national 
points in the last 11 years, and both of 
these seasons were plagued by injuries. 
He has come in third once and has equal- 
ed last year’s fourth place finish three 
other times, There is little doubt that he 
still ranks as the top dirt track rider, 
but a young crop of riders are beginning 
to make things a bit more difficult for the 
Flint, Michigan racer who appeared to

a few years ago, With nine half miles, 
six TT’s and five miles, all events in 
which he is strong, he shouldn’t have too 
much difficulty coming up with twomore 
wins, He broke his collarbone in the 
Houston short track, but should be in 
good shape when the busy schedule comes 
up in late April. He has won at least one 
national every year since 1960 and it’s 
doubtful if he intends to let that string 
be broken this year, 

Chuck Palmgren after sitting out a 
couple of years for Uncle Sam has made 
a strong bid for the number one spotand 


is likely to keep improving. He was fifth 
last year and ninth the previous season, 
He won his first national last year at 
Santa. Rosa, California and then came 
back to win the Sacramento, California 
race, both mile tracks, He had a second 
at Reading, behind his brother Larry and 
if he could convince his brother to quit 
racing, it might improve his standings, 
He finished third twice, at Sedalia and 
Columbus, with his brother taking the 
number two spot in both of these races, 
He was in the top ten 16 times, but was- 
hurt by lack of road racing points, He was 
fifth at Indianapolis and seventn at 
Heidelberg, but failure to get points in 
these big point races hurt his chances of 
finishing higher, 

A former grand national champion, 
Dick Mann came in sixth place and it 
appears the only way he will be forced 
from the top will be retirement, Dickhas 
finished below sixth only twice since 
1959 and one of those years, he sat out 
half the season in temporary reitrement. 
He has won 16 nationals and like Lawwill 
and Markel has won nationals in all but 
one category, his being a mile race, He 
has never won the Daytona race, but has 
finished second three times and is one of 
the best all around riders, In addition to 
his 16 national wins, he has finished 
second 16 times, third 17 times and 
fourth 14 times, 

Last year he won the Santa Fe short 
track and Peoria on the same weekend 
for his two national wins, was runner-up 
at Louisville and had three thirds and 
three fourths. He was narrowly edged 
out by Lawwill at this year’s Astroshort 
track race and should be back in it for a 
bid for the top spot, 

Seventh place was Gary Nixon’s lowest 
finish in the last seven years, butis still 
a pretty good showing after sitting out the 
last nine races with a broken leg. He was 
grand national champion in ‘67 and ‘68 
after finishing second and third in the 
two previous years, Like Rayborn, Nixon 
broke into the expert ranks primarily as 
a road racer. He won his first national 
at Winber in the 50 mile road race and 
then took the Santa Fe short track later 
in the year, He has since won 12 more 
races, including the 1967 Daytona 200 


and needs only a TT win to be the first 
rider to go all the way inAMA racing, He 
missed that chance in 1967 when Dick 
Mann passed on the final lap in the Peoria 
race, Gary’s leg didn’t appear too strong 
at Houston, but by spring, shouldbe fully 
recovered and in good position to go after 
his third grand national championship. 

Mark Brelsford finished the highest of 
the two top 1968 amateurs by coming in 
eighth place. Mark won the Ascot TT, 
was second in the Astrodome TT race 
and had thirds at both Laconia and the 
Santa Fe short track. He placed well in 
all types of racing and appears to be a 
strong contender in future years, As an 
amateur he won seven amateur national 
and was second in three others. 

Larry Palmgren wontwo nationals last 
year and finished second twice for his 
best showing the national circuit, He 
limits most of his racing to the east 
coast half miles and does not TT or do 
much road racing other than Daytona. 

First year expert Jim Rice scored 
three impressive national wins, the best 
first year recording since Brad Andres 
won five in 1955 and then went on to win 
the grand national championship in his 
rookie year. Rice is also off to a good 
start this year, winning the Astro TT 
race and then finishing fourth in the short 
track the following night to take over the 
point lead for this year, His ‘69 cham- 
pionships came in the San Jose half mile, 
the Sedalia mile race and the Oklahoma 
City half, His next best finish was a third 
at Sacramento. As an amateur in ‘68, he 
ranked right behind Brelsford with five 
amateur national wins. 

Several new rookies could make things 
uncomfortable for some of the veterans 
this year, along with the coming years, 
Dave Aldana equaled Brelsford’s record of 
seven amateur wins, and Don Castro was 
right behind with six wins. Several other 
first year riders expected to make their 
names known include Ken Pressgrove, 
Keith Mashburn, both of whom won two 
amateur races. 

With 29 nationals tentatively sched- 
uled, thousands of dollars and hundreds 
of championship points available, the 
1970 season should create an interesting 
race,

THE DIRT RIDER”S BILL OF RIGHTS 


Assembly Bills 670-and 671, which would establish some rather untenable re- 
quirements for off-the-road motorcycles, have been ‘unofficially suspended’ until 
the Motorcyclist’s counterproposal has been polished up and incorporated as amend- 
ments, The proposed set of rules reported in our last column, has become unofficially 
dubbed ‘‘the Dirt Rider’s Bill of Rights’’, in local circles, Whatever it is called, the 
responses are pouring in and the majority byfar are in favor of the proposal, At this 
Point, the ‘‘DRBR” has been reviewed and unofficially blessed by several agencies 
which might have been expected to register opposition, There has been some give- 
and-take, but essentially the proposal remains the same, We will carry a more 
complete rundown on this subject in the next column, 


NEW BILLS FROM THE HOPPERS 

In the meantime, the legislative hoppers continue to grind and several new Bills 
which affect motorcycle have been introduced: 
— Assembly Bill 914 “‘requires all motorcycles manufactured and first registered 
after January 1, 1971, to be equipped so that all taillamps, when turned on, will re- 
main lighted automatically for a period of at least one-quarter hour if the engine 
stops’. This law, if approved, will apply only to motorcycles being operated on 
streets and highways as defined in the Vehicle Code.

— Assembly Bill 925, if approved, would establish in the State Treasury, a California 
Local Recreation Fund for continuous grants to cities and counties on the basis of 
recreational need, The sources of revenue for such a fund will be derived from im- 
posing additional gasoline sales taxes; from imposing additional admission taxes on 
specified professional spectator sports; and from imposing additional ‘outdoor 
recreation sporting goods and equipment sales tax on specified athletic equipment”, 
including guns, ammunition, archery equipment, tents, sleeping bags, golf clubs, 
skis, surfboards, water skis, yachts, rafts, scows, rowboats, canoes, sailboats, 
motorboats, iceboats, houseboats, boat motors, scuba gear, campers, snowmobiles, 
and trailbikes, 

Senate Bill 162 (introduced by Senator Sherman; Alameda County) specifically 
prohibits the use of identification lamps on motorcycles. 

Senate Bill 296 (introduced by Senator Walsh; Los Angeles County) ‘prohibits 
motorcycles to be driven at any time on the line or other marking of a highway 
designating a lane of traffic or so as to pass or drive alongside a vehicle while in the 
same lane of a highway.” The intent is to prevent motorcycles from passing in the 
same lane and from squeezing through to the front of traffic stopped for signals, I 
have suggested to Senator Walsh that he amend the bill to also prohibit vehicles from 
passing motorcycles in the same lane and from following motorcycles too close, 
— Senate Bill 468, although it does not specify motorcycles or any other type of 
vehicle, if approved would authorize any city or county to declare by ordinance that 
privately owned and maintained parking lots are considered held open for public use. 
And that if such an ordinance was enacted, the provisions of the Vehicle Code would 
apply. Although this Bil wasaimedprimarily at the aspects of insurance and financial 
responsibility, it would, technically, require motorcycles, mini-bikes, etc., to be 
fully street-legal to be operated on such privately owned parking lots, Also from a 
technical standpoint, the operators would be required to have an operator’s license, 


WHAT MAKES A TRESPASSER? 


And here is a little gem of wisdom of which you may not have been aware: Under 
present laws relating to uninvited entry upon private property, it is not considered to 


be an act of trespass unless certain other irresponsible acts are committed in con- - 


nection with the entry. These acts would include vandalism, malicious mischief, 
discharge of firearms, removal of property, harassment of livestock, etc. Two new, 
but separate Bills have been introduced on this subject: 

— Assembly Bill 996 would make it an act of trespass to enter cultivated, fenced, or 
posted land without written permission; or toindependently commit certain irrespon- 
sible acts on private land; or to enter or occupy real property or structures on 
private land; or for failure to leave private land when requested. 

— Senate Bill 551, although very similar to AB 996, was introduced to ““make it clear 
that motorcycle operators or dune buggy drivers who intrude onto private land are 
guilty of trespassing’’, The Bill was specifically introduced ‘‘to the growing problems 
in California of various types of vehicles tearing up the land and frightening cattle””, 


SPEAK YOUR MIND 


So there you have it for another week. I would like to remind you that the basic 
prupose of this column is to advise you, the readers, of pending motorcycle legisla- 
tion before it becomes enacted as law! Once enacted, law is difficult to change or 
repeal, But, before enactment, there is a greatdeal that we can do, MORE, and those 
of you who do respond by writing your elected representatives, are proving this every 
day. There have thus far been eighteen Bills introduced in this legislative session, 
which if approved, would resultin many newlaws affecting motorcycling, Tne of these 
eighteen Bills have originally included provisions which wer either totally or partially 
detrimental to responsible and respectable motorcycling, All ten of these Bills have 
either been ‘‘killed’’? or amended in the motorcyclist’s favor, And in every case, it 
has been because the motorcyclists have voiced their opinions in a reasonable and 
logical manner, 

In my capacity as your lobbyist, I must depend upon your comments to guide my 
actions before legislators and legislative committees, A case in point: SB 162, the 
Bill which prohibits motorcycles from having identification lamps, although widely 
publicized, did not generate one single comment, pro or con, Now, surely one of you 
out there somewhere hasan extra lighthanging on your bike, and when the time comes 
that you must remove it you are going to complain like hell, My comment to you (in 
advance) is that if you, as one person, had let me know that you opposed the law, I 
would have been able to swing the full weight of MORE’s entire membership to support 
your cause, As it stands, I have remained totally silent upon this issue,

Biggest MX 


For Salt Lake

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH March 8, 1070 
— Motocross has come of age in Salt 
Lake City! CMC members went into 
shock when they arrived at the tracktwo 
and a half hours before the start of the 
first race of the season and discovered 
a normal (for last year) turnout of 
riders and spectators already present, 
There was no confusion over the starting 
time — these were the early birds, By 
race time the number had doubled, and 
the Continental Motocross Association 
found itself hosting txe largest turnout of 
riders and spectators in its one year 


history, 

In contrast to the many riders whohad 
problems, there were also many racers 
who mastered the course with skill and 
finesse and mid-season form, Mark 
Hughes and Del Brown made it lookeasy 
in the 125B class. In the Open class, 
Marty McQuarrie powered to a smooth 
2nd — sitting down all the way — while 
Jeff Carson rose to the occasion, so to 
speak, to take home 1st, 

In the 125A class it was Warren Spen- 
cer way out in front, to the surprise of 
absolutely no one, Warren was No, 1 in 
CMC points last year, and he seemed 


faster than ever. It was left to JonHenry_ 


however to show that clean living does 
have its virtues. During the winter Jon 
sold his trusty 125 which brought him 
CMA No, 3 last year and bought a new 
one, John Coleman borrowed Henry’s old 
bike and came within three feet of beat- 
ing Henry out of 2nd. Then in the 250A 
class, after three hard fought heats, Jon 
took home a Ist over fast riding Bob 
Brown by a grand margin of 1 point, 

One of the big surprises of the day 
was the 250B class. Jim Curtis was a 
regular last year, but had very little 
success, A winter’s layoff andanewbike 
made Jim a new rider however, and he 
was never headed in all three heats. The 
real shocker though was the new 175 
class, Last season the 175’s rode 250B 
and by the end Woody Lawhon was win- 
ning the class regularly. Somebody for- 
got to tell Steve Burgess he didn’t have 
a chance though, and Steve ranaway from 
everybody, including Woody. 

The highest award of the day however, 
goes to a rider who didn’t place in his 
class, The rider is Pete Crandall and 
the special award is for sportsmanship, 
Pete is 15 years old, and super-fast 
(CMA No. 4 in ‘69). In oneof the heats of 
the 250A class, Preston Gerber went 
down right in front of Pete and Pete 
couldn’t avoid: hitting him, In a fine ex- 
ample of putting another rider’s welfare 
above the winning of a trophy, Pete im- 
mediately stopped and came back tohelp 
Preston. Fortunately Pres was okey. 
Ironically Gerber was the first recipient 
of a special sportsmanship award last 
season for a similar action, 

Despite some confusion, this was prob- 
ably the best race yet held by CMA, The 
club has many plans to make motocross 
even better in the future,
